Tu locture delivered by Mr J. J. Francis, 
Q.C., to the Hongkong ‘Literary Society 
on Monday night was very able and appro- 
priate. Mr Francis chose a subject with 
which he was thoroughly: conversant and 
about which. we think thero is hardly any 
one inthe Colony bottor able to apeak—a 
aubject, too, which anght to be of: tho 
greateat interest to every intelligent’ re- 
uident in the Colony, We have often had 
to duplure ‘the want of -genuino intorest in 
our local Government which charactorises 
a pretty large section even of the Europoon 
community. It would acem, to judge by 
their conduct, to be,the opinion of many 
that it does not matter much how or by what 
system we are. governod provided thore 
ia sufficient facility nt the moment for 
earning dollars, This, ‘wo need hardly say, 
is vory:a dangerous linu of conduct, With 
a good Governor at the head of affairs there 
may not be much risk of disaster; but 
we cannot rely on heavon always aend- 
ing us good Governora—it has not always 
done so in tho past—and a time might 
soon como when the supinenoss of the 
Colonists na to affairs Goveramental, might 
Jead to a serious crisis, finevcial . snd 


political, The trade of the Colony is flour- 


j ishing, but the basis on which it is built is 


not very broad.
